Borough Money Grabbing 


Pottstown borough council is expected to 
increase parking meter fines by 100 per 
cent at its meeting tonight. 
It’s another brilliant move by the free 
parkers at borough hall to drive shoppers 
away from downtown Pottstown. 
According to borough manager. Joseph 
Bant a, a proponent of free parking for him­ 
self and others who work for the borough, 
there is a deficit of $9,200 annually in meter 
operations. 
Well with 50 or 100 borough employes 
granted the right of free parking it’s no 
wonder. 
But Banta’s statement seems in contrast 
to a previous borough report published in 
The Mercury Oct. 17. 
According to that story, headlined 
“ Parking Ticket Revenue Climbs” the 
borough parkettes issued 3,000 more tickets 
during the first nine months of 1973 than it 
did in the same period in 1972. 
The Borough’s Safety Officer, Norman 
Woodring, said fines collection was up by 
nearly $3,000. 
Mary Jane Moore, borough secretary, 
said $14,675 in parking fines had been 
collected between Jan. 1 and Sept. 30 this 
year. 
Revenue from meters alone was $40,200 
to Oct. 31. 
With this type of increase one wonders 
how, suddenly, there is a deficit. 
Could the money from the meters be used 
to pay for the parking lot solely for borough 
employes? 
Are both the taxpayers and downtown 
parkers being hit to pay for special rights 
for a select few- in the borough? 
It’s odd that councilmen are taking this 
move the week after election? The week 


that they feel snug and secure in their jobs. 
Council also intends to do away with the 
courtesy notices which reminds drivers 
that they have an overdue ticket. Council’ 
also wants the fine for an overdue ticket 
raised from $2 to $5. 
It also is reducing by half t he zones which 
provide parking of from 30 minutes to 10 
hours. 
According to council these proposals 
were suggested by Parking Unlimited — a 
firm hired by the borough and paid by tax­ 
payers. 
Is the increases designed to pay the bill 
for Parking Unlimited? 
These actions by council will insure that 
downtown Pottstown will become a ghost 
area. 
Who will risk a $5 fine to shop when he 
can go to a nearby shopping center and 
park for nothing 
Those who will suffer the most are those 
who give the borough the most in tax 
revenue. 
People who must work downtown will 
become the' victims again. 
For years, council members have bowed 
to the wishes of Borough Manager Banta 
without thought to the taxpayers who elect 
them. 
The worst thing Pottstown council could 
do to Pottstown tonight would be to approve 
the schemes by Banta and Parking 
Unlimited. 
If council does give its approval there 
will be unlimited parking downtown — 
none of the spaces will be occupied because 
everyone will be at shopping centers. 
And, this brilliant action is programmed 
to begin right before the Christmas shop­ 
ping season.

Lesson of Nurmi 
To «he Editor: Paavo Nurmi, 
“the flying Finn," is dead at 76, 
and his passing has not received 
the mention it deserved. Begin­ 
ning hall a century ago in 1923 he 
held the world’s record for the 
mile run in 4:10.4. The record was 


not broken for eight years. 
During that period many track 
coaches expressed the opinion it 
would never be broken. They 
were wrong. Starting with the 
4:09 2 by Jules Ladoumegue of 
France in 1931 the record was cut 
almost every year until 1945 when 
Gunder Haegg of Sweden got it 
down to 4:01.4. 
Talk turned to the possibility of 
a four-minute mile. Over a period 
of nine years coaches wondered if 
that could ever be cracked. Then 
in 1954 Roger Bannister of Britain 
did 3:59.4. Before the year was 
out two other men had gone below 
four minutes. 
Now the record of 3:51.1 is held 
by Jim Ryun of the United States. 
And all eyes are turned on the 
3:50 mile. In the 19.3 seconds bet­ 
ween Nurmi’s time and Ryun’s a 
good miler could run about 200 
yards. 
But Paavo had the whole world 
psyched out for a long while. He 
convinced us that we couldn’t do 
what we’re doing all the time.

Psychosurgery Is Risky

Can “psychosurgery” change a 
person's personality? 
Mr. N.B., Calif. 


Dear Mr. B.: 
Psychosurgery is a highly 
specialized form of brain surgery 
used in carefully selected cases 
for the alteration of behavior. 


A choice example might be a 
person with violent temper out-, 
bursts so uncontrolled that they 
could lead to' the possibility of 
murder. 
About 25 years ago, the 
f o r e r u n n e r of 
m ode r n 
psychosurgery was an operation 
performed on the frontal lobe of 
the brain. It was 'intended to alter 
behavior characteristics that 
kept a person from normal social 
productivity. 
Many thousands of cases 
underwent surgery before it was 
generally accepted that this* 
pre-frontal lobotomy operation 
did not accomplish its major 
objective. 
Complicated factors — moral, 
legal, religious and scientific — 
submerged the value of this 
operation, and it was virtually 
discontinued. 
The progress in acquiring 
knowledge of psychosurgery is

extremely slow because the 
ethical, legal and constitutional 
rights of patients interfere with 
the choice of the ideal patient and 
the manner with which consent 
for surgery can be obtained.

As the mysteries, of the brain 
unfold, psychosurgery may yet 
become a safe procedure to con­ 
vert this type of maladjusted per­ 
son into one who can readjust, 
himself to the limits of modern 
society. 


A great deal of experimental 
work is part of the ongoing 
p ro c ess 
in the study of 
psychosurgery. When all the fac­ 
ts are in, such procedures may 
yet be beneficial in cases now 
uncontrolled by the drugs that 
are available.

The rules of safety are very 
exact. Learning how to load and 
unload a gun, keeping safety cat­ 
ches on, walking with a loaded 
gun, climbing fences, and never 
leaving a gun unattended are 
some of the rules that must be 
observed.

All Around The Town 
Temperance Speaker 


Has Pointed Method

In our column of Friday a brief mention was 
made of William Van Gezer among the men upon 
the roster roll of Pottstown’s military company, 
The Greys. 
Bit by bit we piece together these old families of 
town. 
P eter Burns ran the blacksmith shop at 
Mana tawny Station, and George Longabaugh, 4th 
sergeant, was the son of the Fox Hill Hessian 
cavalryman who laid down his sword after Tren-, 
ton. George became a miller alongwith his brother 
at Pottstown Rolling Mill. Edward Eckerd played- 
kettle drum with the “ Union Guards,” our earlier 
military organization. The Ledger noted upon his 
death "he played as only Ed. Eckerd could play.” 
And there was 1st Lieut. Jmaes. S. Fillman, who 
had a brother, Jacob, who sailed the “ raging* 
canawl” for 29 years as captain of his boat. Capt. 
Fill man was noted for owning a summ er coat of 
“marseilles goods" which he had worn for28 years. 
The coat cost $1 and “one levy” ! He owned also a 
pair of boots which he had worn for seven years. 
But Van Gezer was something else ! A young man 
born in Orange county, N. Y., whose father had 
passed away while he was still of tender years, and 
not caring a farthing for his step-father, Van Gezer 
ran awav from home. He settled in Pottstown, 
where he learned the tailoring trade. 
"He was a good rehetorical reader, a fine debater 
and speaker,” wrote the Ledger many years later. 
“He soon became quite popular and in demand as a 
campaign orator, making brilliant addresses for 
the Whigs in 1840 and 1844 in Montgomery, Chester 
and neighboring counties*. 
“ Although at times indulging to excess in liquor, 
he frequently made addresses on the subject of 
temperance, and many persons years afterwards 
recollected hearing some of his splended efforts on 
this subject.” 
It once became know that Van Gezer had accep­ 
ted a billing to speak on the subject of temperance 
at a* town some miles from Pottstown. After 
acknowledging the invitation, Van Gezer received 
. letters threatening his * life — the subject of 
abstinance in any part not being popular one in that 
village. 
He went anyway, and after being introduced he 
stood behind the speaker’s rostrum a nd drew f rom 
his coat pockets two revolvers. These he positioned 
upon the reading surface before him, announcing 
that the first man who made an overt move would 
be shot between the eyes. Van Gezer*s talk was both 
politely and favorably received, a fte r which 
several of the tough boys marched to the front of the 
room to sign the pledge. 
Van Gezer then was appointed postm aster of Pot- 
tstown by President Taylor on Dec. 23,1843. Being a 
strong Whig, however, he was removed from office 
before the month had run out, and Tobias Sellers, 
Democrat, took over the coveted position. One night 
while Van Gezer was still postmaster his frame 
tailoring shop burned to the ground. Undaunted, the 
victim continued with his- newest interest — the 
reading of law. He studied whenever he could find 
space to lay out his books, and was finally admitted 
.to the bar at Norristown. 
He married at Norristown, but in 1847 removed to 
New Berlin, the then county seat of the undivided 
Union and Snyder Counties. “ He soon gained a 
name for his legal ability and obtained a lucrative 
practice,” commented the Ledger. The Lewisburg 
Journal said of him “there were few, if any, abler 
lawyers at the bar than Mr. Van Gezer. As an 
orator he was full, of argument and eloquence. He 
was ever ready to defend those who were in special 
need of a defender.” 
From the Ledger’s yellowing columns we learn of 
a feud which began splitting our people about the 
time the railroad engineers were surveying for the 
first tracks cutting east and west out of town. 
“The Railroad Hotel above and opposite the 
depot, this borough, which the owners, Messrs. Fet­ 
ter Seasholtz and Thomas Taylor, propose to 
remodel and convert into four dwelling houses, was 
built by John Boyer in 1837-38. It was at first kept by 
the son of the owner, the late Frederick Boyer, who 
opened it with a grand ball, which was attended by 
a good many citizens of this place, who are still in 
the land of the living, and who will remember the 
affair and the dancing festivities of the occasion. 
“When the Railway House was built a rivalry 
existed between Joshua R. Missimer, proprietor of 
the Farm er’s Hotel (nowShuler’s) and .John Royer, 
of the Pottstown Hotel, which stood where Messrs. 
Fritz, Egold & Co.’s-, office is-nowlocated fDemp­ 
sey’s Diner), in regard to the accommodation of the 
large amount of travel which it was believed the 
contraction of the railroad would bring to the place. 
“One of the rival landlords concluded to build a 
‘railroad house’ and the other, not to be outdone, 
also erected one — Joshua R. Missimer’s hotei1 
being the edifice now occupied by the Reading 
Railroad Dept. Roth inns were opened with a 
'hurrah boys 
and for a t ime, as the railroad trains 
up from Philadelphia stopped here for breakfast, 
both did a large-business.” Later on, however,* 
Bridegport (Frederick Malle’s Hotel) became the 
breakfast station, and our Pottstown hotel-keepers 
were left ‘out in the cold.'

Israel's Mood 
One of Relief 


TEL AVIV (AP) - A mass 


sigh of relief but no loud victory 
cheers marked the rnood of 
Israel as word of the historic 
signing of the cease fire at Ki­ 
lometer 101 was flashed by Ka- 
dio Israel, 


“ If this is really peace, we 
have waited 25 years — the 
whole lifetime of this country 
for it," commented Klse Green, 
a mot her of two soldiers still at 
the front. "It is a little over­ 
whelming to try and accept the 
fact of peace at a moment's no­ 
tice” 
Like other afternoon strollers 
on the Dizengoff, Tel Aviv's 
busy boulevard of boutiques 
and sidewalk cafes, Mrs Green 
had a transistor radio stuck to 
her ear, waiting for word of the 
signing 
M iriam, a corporal, em­ 
braced her lieutenant boyfriend 
at a front table in the Cafe 
Champs Elysees. She grabbed 
him so enthusiastically, the 
cane he had hung on the back of 
the chair clattered into the 
street. Then they began to a r­ 
gue noisily in Hebrew. 
“ It is our first fight since 
Jossi got out. of Beeraheba Hos­ 
pital," Miriam translated their 
quarrel into English. “He says 
we won the war and I say we 
lost the peace. He had his foot 
blown off by a mifie tn the Sinai, 
but he still thinks we must trust 
the Arabs” 


Janet, the Moroccan pizza 


chef in the 
Bocca Cafe, 


hoped that her two brothers 
would be home soon from the 
front but was not optimistic 
about their chances of avoiding 
further combat duty. 


“Twice they have been called 
up since we immigrated here,” 
she said, popping a garlic and 
salami masterpiece into the 


glowing oven. "I know the 
Arabs, 
I have lived among 


them It is all over for now but 
how long is now? Do they sign 
their names and stop hating?" 
On the sandy beach between 


the Sheraton and Hilton hotels, 
several debating societies gath­ 
ered in circles of deck chairs. 


"Nobody wins a war and no­ 
body ever really loses a peace," 
argued Dr. Jack Mirowitz, a 
clinical psychologist practicing 
in the suburb of Kamat Gan. 
"Especially the Jews. How can 
we win a military'' victory? We 
cannot lake Cairo or Damascus. 
And what can the Arabs do for 
total victory except push us all 
50 meters further into the sea 
with our throats cut” 


Dr. Mirowitz, who emigrated 


from Dallas, Tex , three years 
ago, diagnosed his emotions as 
“definitely on the optimistic 
side for peace” 


In the Arab quarter of Jaffa, 
the old crusader port south of 
the city, Christian Arabs atten­ 
ding afternoon mass in St. 
Anthony’s Church recited the 
prayer for peace composed on 
the second day of the war by the 
C hristian patriarch of Je­ 
rusalem. 
"Of all those in the middle, we 
are the most in the middle,** 
offered Abdul Rakhid, a grain 
and feed merchant. "But deep 
in me is a feeling that this time 
we really will have peace” 
At his hack stand near the 


clock tower that divides Jaffa’s 
main street, Ahmed Suleiman 
sat in his Mercedes Benz taxi 
listening to the Arabic news on 
Radio Israel. 
“ I am a man of peace," he 
intoned with a soulful look. 
“ Peace makes me happy al­ 
ways. War is bad for the busi­ 
ness." 
Arabian Oil Tap 


May Stay Closed 


RIYADH, Saudi Arabia (AP) 
— King Faisal, having shut the 
Arab oil tap. may never open it 
again to the level required by an 
energy-hungry world. 
The Saudi Arabian monarch 
has linked the flow of oil to a 
permanent settlement of the 
Middle East conflict. As the 
leader of oil policy in the 
world's biggest reservoir, the 
Arabian peninsula and lb Per­ 
sian gulf, he has the clout to 
make it stick. 
U.S. diplomats here say it 
might take years rather than 
months to satisfy the king's de­ 
mands on Israeli withdrawal 
from occupied Arab lands and a 
permanent resolution of the 
Palestine question, including 
the status of Jerusalem. Even 
this will only insure a return to 
prewar production levels, the 
amount of Arab oil reaching the 
world 
before the 
fourth 
Arab-Israeli war of October. 
The Arabs’ oil customers will 
have to come up with some pret­ 
ty convincing economic ar­ 
guments to get future produc­ 
tion increases they so desper­ 
ately need. So far they don’t 
have one, and Faisal isn't pre­ 
pared to listen anyway until 
Washington changes its pro-ls- 
raeli stance. 
Thus the outlook for the con­ 
sumer is bleak. Gasoline ratio­ 
ning. and the shortage of heat­ 
ing oil and industrial energy 
will get worse before it gets bet­ 
ter — and it may never get bet­ 
ter unless an alternative energy 
source is found 
“ We’re not talking about one 
cold winter but many cold win­ 
ters to come,” warned newly 
a ppo int ed II. S. Ambassadnr 
Jam es K. Akins, a leading 
American oil expert who for­ 
merly headed the office of fuels 
and energy in the State Depart­ 
ment. 
Akins, who has long warned 
W ashington not to under­ 
estimate tin* Arab oil weapon,

Need for Black Professionals Stressed 


Why are there no Mack doc­ 
tors or lawyers in Pottstown’’ 
Members of the Pottstown 
Community Coordinating Com­ 
mittee think 'that’s an important 
question. 'They think the answer 
explains a great deal about the 
position of minority groups in 
Pottstown. 
"It’s not that young blacks 
here are growing up, becoming 
professional people and moving 
away," said John E. Foster, 
committee chairman. ‘They’re 
j u s t 
n o t 
b e c o m i n g 
professionals. And that says 
something about Pottstown’s 
school system,/’ 
The committee' filed a suit 
with the state Human Relations 
Com m ission last summer 
charging the Pottstown School 
District with discriminatory 
hiring practices, alleging that 
the lack of black, professionals 
in 
the system leads to 
inadequate education and lack 
of motivation for black studen­ 
ts. 
STATISTICS CITED 
G iven as evidence are 
statistics Indicating only 12 of 
the district’s 277 professional 
staff members are non-white, 
four of its 56 maintenance 
workers are non-white and one 
cafeteria 'worker .among 37 is 
non-w hite. All 37 office 
employes are white. 
‘‘There is a basic difference 
of opinion between our group, 
and the school district regar­ 
ding this question." Foster 
explained. 


The district claims white- 
teachers can relate to black 
children as well as black 
teachers can. We claim they 
cannot 'because no white person 
could have experienced a 
background comparable to that 
of a black youth." 


The committee contends that 
black teachers can relate to 
white students, though, because' 
to become professional* In a 
white society they must have 
learned to understand whites. 
"When a black youngster has 
problems he usually won't con­ 
sider going to a white teacher," 
Foster said. '“Often he can’t 
take his problems home. So 
many times he ends up taking 
out his frustrations in other 
ways, probably getting into 
trouble." 


He added that sometimes 
groups of youths, usually in the 
high school, get into racially 
tense situations which might be 
prevented or easily dealt with 
through black faculty mem­ 
bers. 


"When these problems occur, 
and they do fairly often, an 
adult from the Black com­ 
munity is called into the school 
to talk to the youths. This 
shouldn’t have to be1. 'Hiere 
should be people in the school 
c a p a b le of handling the 
situation.” 
ALL YOUTHS 
But Foster said his integrated 
■committee is interested m the 


education of all Pottstown 
youths. 
"Having more black teachers 
g i v e s 
black youngsters 
someone they can look up to as 
well as identify with. It gives 
white children an opportunity to 
know black professionals and 
learn that common stereotypes 
and prejudices are not valid. 


"And in districts that made 
am, effort to' integrate, white- 
teachers often said they learned 
a great deal about how to work 
with black youngsters through 
watching and talking with 
Black teachers/’ 


The coordinating committee 
feels more black staff members- 
would better understand the 
cultural differences between 
black and white students that 
often result in blacks doing 
poorly on aptitude 'testo geared 
to white society. 


"Motivation is very poor for 
blacks in Pottstown,” Foster 
said. "Many bright youngsters 
say they are told to take general 
or business courses instead of 
academic. 


“ I 
know one girl who 
graduated from Pottstown High 
School seven years ago and was 
told there she wasn’t capable of 
mastering col lege. But she went: 
a n y w a y and she had a 
straight-A average in her senior 
year.” 
He noted most prominent 
blacks today are products of 
.southern segregated schools. 


"I think segreated schools 
were bad but they did give 
black children a chance to build 
th eir egos. They 
w ere 
encouraged by teachers, who 
under stood them' and many 
received excellent educations/' 


Of course, he added, the 
shock was great when they 
graduated into the integrated 
world and many could not us* 
their 'educations,, 


The coordinating committee, 
formed two years ago from a 
task force of the Pottstown 
C luster of Religious Com­ 
munities, .submitted petitions to 
the Pottstown School Board in 
spring, 
1972. and last July 
asking that a concerted effort 
be made to hire minority group 
members. 


"""We also told them that to do 
this they must have black 
recruiters,” Foster said, “and 
the minimal results of whatever 
efforts they have made seem to 
bear this out.” 


The commute submitted lists 
of possible job applicants. 


"But the district never called 
on us to help. We always went to 
them. When black applicants 
hesitated to come to Pottstown 
nobody ever called on us to help 
persuade them,” Foster stated.

within a decade and hiring of 
new teachers will become rare. 
So if blacks aren’t brought in 
soon it may be too late, accor­ 
ding to Foster.

That decision, if it upholds 
the committee’s charges, could 
include recommendations for 
hiring that will be legally bind-' 
ing but subject to court appeal 
by the district.

"We brought suit because we 
felt our other efforts to bring 
about change in the school 
d is tric t 
were not getting 
results.” Foster said “but we 
are continuing those efforts and 
working in areas of housing and 
employment as well." 
Stating its goal as "justice 
and social change," the com­ 
mittee worked on numerous 
problems in town and is trying 
to increase its contact with Pot­ 
tstown youth this fall. 
For instance1 an, open, meeting 
is scheduled 7:45 p.m. Thursday 
at the Pottstown Community 
C enter, Beech and G rant 
streets, with a panel of recent 
black graduates of Pottstown 
H igh 
S chool 
d iscussing 
problems in the schools. 
Foster said he hopes to con­ 
tinue this type of forum as well 
as promote other programs for 
the young, such as having 
home-school counsellors retur­ 
ned to the Pottstown School 
District. 
There is much to be done in

HARRISBURG - And then 
.here was Janus, the ancient 
Roman god who could look both 
forward and backward at the 
sam e time. 
Of slightly more recent note

Pennsylvania's w arring 
legislative factions who seem to 
agree — but disagree at the sam e 
tim e. 
An example is the compromise 
that turned out not-to-be-a-com* 
prom ise on the funding of Penn­ 
sy lv a n ia 's three state-related 
universities when prior to last 
w eek’s election recess it looked — 
for a moment — as though 
agreem ent had been reached on 
the funding programs for Penn 
State, Pitt and Temple (which 
should have started receiving 
their operating monies in Sep­ 
tem ber). 
Over in the Senate, Majority 


L ead er (Democratic) Thomas 
Lamb w as of the opinion that he 
had 
reached agreement with 
H ouse Speaker (Republican) 
Kenneth B. le e and Majority 
H o u s e 
F l o o r 
L e a d e r 
(Republican) Robert J. Rutera 
on the appropriation amount for 
the th ree universities 
(con­ 
trolling House Republicans had 
wanted a five per cent increase 
over last year; controlling Senate 
Democrats six per cent). 
But Republican Rep H. Jack 
Seltzer, chairman of the powerful 
House Appropriations Commit­ 
tee, refused to go along with the 
c o m p ro m ise and has been 
insisting on the five per cent 
increase the House of Represen­ 
tatives originally approved and 
sent to the Senate. 
The disagreement brings to 
mind the fact that in two other 
i m p o r t a n t 
n e g o t i a t i o n s 


Republicans and Democrats had 
either reached or moved toward 
compromises only to find that 
they were called off. 
For example, in negotiations 
over the budget not too long ago, 
But era twice indicated House 
Republicans were ready to com­ 
promise at figures close to those 
Democrats were requesting. 
Each time, he hacked down 
after coming to Harrisburg and 
consulting with his colleagues. As 
a result, there was no com ­ 
p ro m is e o ver th e 
budget. 
Democrats, after the state was 
without a funding program for 
several days, finally accepted the 
Republican figures 
Then there was the highway 
"p o th o le ” com prom ise 
Gov. 
Milton J. Shapp suggested that 
the 
potholes be repaired by 
app ro p riatin g $35 million in 
revenue sharing funds to the 


Departm ent of Transportation, 
passing a minor license fee bill 
worth $35 million and borrow ing 
the rest. Republicans wanted to 
fund the program by increasing 
the gasoline tax. 
At the behest of Republicans on 
the House Transportation Com­ 
m ittee, Gov. Shapp agreed to a 
compromise that they suggested. 
He would accept the cent a gallon 
increase in gasoline taxes the 
GOP was pushing, while they 
would agree to using $20 million 
in revenue-shat mg funds to fix 
the potholes and pass part of the 
minor license fee increases. 
D espite the fact that this 
basically was a Republican 
program , Seltzer shot down the 
plan with a statement that none 
of the revenue-sharing money 
would be used for road repairs. 
Does Seltzer's veto of the 
university funding plan indicate 


that he may have been calling the 
shots alone for the (10P — despite 
the fact that l^ee and But era 
"outrank" him? 
Rutera is considered the most * 
liberal and conciliatory of the 
three, although recently on the 
floor of the House he said he had 
m oved over the conservative 
wing of the party. He is from 
suburban Montgomery County 
and resides in Norristown, which 
shares many of the problems of 
th e 
n e a rb y la rg e c ity of 
Philadelphia.

NEW YORK - The only seg­ 
m ents of the news media that can 
co v er the Washington scene 
adequately these days are wire 
sendees and those 24-hour-a-day 
all-news radio stations. 
By the tim e a newspaper "goes 
to bed” with a good wrap up of 
what has happened over the last 
x-number of hours in the m atter 
of W atergate, Congressional 
probes of that and related cases, 
c o u rt 
d ec isio n s on 
ta p es, 
im peachment and confirmation 
hearings, Presidential income 
tax inquiries, resignations, indic­ 
t m e n t s , 
su b p e n as 
issu e d , 
c h a r g e s , 
d e n ia ls, 
firin g s , 
nominations, exposes m ade by 
sources close to the Balkans Tin­ 
der Box, White House alerts, 
u n -ale rts, "rew arding” talks 
with irreconcilable Middle E ast 
adversaries, much of the news is 
stale. It has been superseded by 
something new, some fresh light 
on a m urky happenstance. 
Sen. William Saxbe turns in for 
the night content that he will not 
encounter any difficulty being 
okayed as the most recent of a 
p a ra d e of President Nixon’s 
attorney-generals. He wakes up 
in the morning, and there's the 
story — big as life — on the front 
page. 
Then he turns on the radio and 
learns that it may be a long time, 
if ever, that he can be moved into 
the job. Something about Article 
I, Section 6, of the Constitution, 
second clause. Seems he voted 
for a pay increase for cabinet 
officers, back on Jan. 3, 1969, and 
the bill passed. It states that no 
senator or representative can 
move up to cabinet rank if the 
cabinet pay has been raised 
during his legislative tenure. 
Or something. 
Everybody had his ear cupped 
for the playing of the two juicy 
tapes that had to do with the 
P re sid e n t's secret talks with 
John Mitchell and John Dean. 
Hot stuff. The case to make the 
Prez cough them up nearly went 
to the Supreme Court They may 
or m ay not have had something to 
do with the firing of Cox and the

Teddy White’s current "The 
Making of the President 1972”

Better Pay, Improved Image Increases 
Number of Applicants for Police Jobs 


Police departments across 
the nation now are inundated 
with applicants who want to 
dress in blue, carry a gun and 
walk a beat. 'One official cites 
an improved image and better 
pay. 


—In New York City, more 
than 65,000 people have regis­ 
tered to take a police qualifying 
examination next month. 
—The Michigan State Police 
Academy has a waiting list of 
600 qualified applicants and 10 
or 15 names are added every 
week. 
—About 190 people took the 
police exam in Salt Lake City 
this year. The department had 
three openings. 
—Seattle Police have re­ 
ceived 4,000 job inquiries since 
January and won't even have a 
qualifying test until late next 
year. 


Money is the big attraction — 
better pay, fringe benefits and 
retirement plans at a time when 
jobs are short in many areas. 
Police work also has a better 
image than in years past when 
cops wielding riot sticks were a 
constant feature1 of television 
news. 


There are now about 450,000 
law enforcement officers in an 
estimated 25,000 state and local 
agencies around the country. In’ 
1965, the average starting sala­ 
ry for a patrolman was $5,763. 
according to the U.S. Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. It rose to $8,- 
898 in 1971, the bureau said, and 


now is probably closer to 
$10,000. Retirement with half 
pay after 20 years is common. 
"The higher pay helps," said 
Chester J. Broderick, chairman 
of the Boston Police Patrol­ 
men’s Association. "Also, the 
politicians have gotten out of 
'the police business. The patrol­ 
man doesn’t have to fear he will 
step on the toes of some 
politician or judge and lose his 
job." 
There are some departments 
not awash with applicants. 
They tend to be places where 
salaries have not kept pace with 
the local economy. The Colum­ 
bus, Ohio, police force has 100 
openings and is actively 
recruiting warm bodies. But its 
$8,500 annual starting salary is 
a decided disadvantage. Most 
Ohio departments pay $10, «00 or 
more. 
Money aside, many would-be 
cops are turned on by the job 
itself. 
"I want to feel when I come 
'home at night 'that I’ve accom­ 
plished something," said one of 


the 5,200 applicants who took a 
recent police test on Long 
Island. N Y. "What can I say 
when I come home now? I’ve 
earned a day's pay. Wow:" 
An increasing number of col­ 
lege graduates can be found 
among those scratching Xs on 
psychological profiles and lift­ 
ing weights to prove their phys­ 
ical fitness. Some are products 
of the police science courses 
that proliferated during the 
1960s at community colleges. 
Others come with sociology, 
education or business degrees, 
and no job. 
"We have had an increase of 
30 per cent in applications by 
college graduates,” said Capt. 
Norman Reiter, director of per­ 
sonnel for the Portland. Ore., 
police. "They have no place else 
to go. Liberal arts degrees are a 
dime a dozen." 
A scattering of police agen­ 
cies have recently dropped 
minimum height requirements. 
In addition to shorter cops, they 
are getting more women. Por­

WASHINGTON (AP) — Un­ 
der pressure from Congress,, 
the Justice Department is tak­ 
ing steps on three fronts to pro-, 
tect computerized crime files 
from outside snoopers . 
Department officials say they 
expect to complete within a 
month a legislative proposal 
and twin sets of regulations for 
the FBI and the Law Enforce* 
m e n t Assistance Adminis­ 
tration. 
But they say the most hotly 
debated questions will be buck­ 
ed back to Congress to resolve. 
The courts may also enter the 
dispute because the department 
action may not go far enough to 
satisfy a complaining coalition 
of lawyers and members of 
Congress which has threatened 
to file suit.

B. Morton predicted on Sunday 
a gasoline rationing plan would 
probably be in operation within 
the first quarter of next year.
